Jesse’s attire consisted of the 
following: a 240-Bravo Heavy 
Machine Gun (35lb-45lb),. two 
200 (7.62mm) ammunition belt, 
his weapon with ammo totaled 
up to 47lbs, helmet 15lbs. 

Some of Jesse’s experiences 
were traumatic. Jesse was quite 
devastated when one of his good 
friend’s he had met at basic 
training died from heat exposure 
because he had’ not drank 
enough fluids. 

Jesse says, “carrying his body 
was the one of the worst feelings 
in the world, and today it has an 
effect on me; and I will never 
forget his face on that day.” 

About making ‘friends, he 
said, “making friends was pretty 
easy when you're thrown into a 
place out of you comfort zone, 
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the thing you can do is make 
friends.” 

When Jesse finally finished 
basic training, he left with a 
motto of “I went there weak, I 
became strong, and they made 
me Army Strong!”

Local Emergency Managers 
from ‘throughout Alabama 
recently recognized Rep. Terry 
Spicer (D-Coffee County) for 
his sponsorship of a new law 
establishing a cértification pro- 
gram to better prepare the 
managers for the challenges of 
their jobs. 

The new law took effect Oct. 
| and. provides: standards for 
the local directors — including 
two-years of college-level edu- 
cation, three years of experi- 
ence and 200 hours of training. 
Counties. employing directors 
who meet the standards will 
receive additional state rey- 
enue to subsidize their salaries 
and an ‘increase in federal 
funds that can be expended on 
emergency preparedness agtiy- 
ities on the local level. 

“This new law places a 
renewed emphasis on the role 
of emergency management 
throughout’ our state,” said 
Sonny Brasfield, assistant 


executive director of the. 


Association — of County 
Commissions of Alabama. 
“Alabama has long been a 
national leader in preparing for 
and responding to disasters.” 
Sponsored in the Alabama 
House by, Rep. Spicer and in 


the Senate by Sen. Pat 
Lindsey, the law also allows 
for the establishment of con- 
tinuing education requirements 
for local directors. 

“Tam very proud of the way 
our local emergency manage- 
ment program responded last 
spring, but it is very important 
that we emphasize profession- 


‘alism, education and prepara- 


tion throughout our state,” 
Spicer told more than 200 
local emergency managers and 
county officials at their annual 
conference. “This legislation is 
what I hope will be a first step, 
and we look forward to 


_responding with: other initia- 


tives in the future. No one 
knows the importance: of this 
office better than our commu- 
nity.” 

All Alabama counties have 
an emergency management 
office, which is funded with a 
combination of local and fed- 
eral dollars, Brasfield. said. 
However, | some. counties 
emphasize this function more 
than others. 

“This new law provides a 
financial incentive for all 
counties to consider hiring and 
retaining a qualified local 
director,” he said. 


Remains of missing New Brockton man found 


During a press conference 
held last Wednesday, Oct. 17, at 
the District Attorney’s office in 
Enterprise, District Attorney 
Gary McAliley announced the 
remains of a missing New 
Brockton man have been found 


and identified. 
Terry DeWayne Allums of 


New Brockton disappeared July 
25, 1998. According to 
McAliley, remains were found 
accidentally earlier this year by a 
non-trained female Irish Setter. 
The dog reportedly found what 
was believed to be a human 
skull, 

McAliley said the partial 
skeletal findings were taken to 
the Alabama Department of 
Forensic. Sciences for DNA 
analysis, However, it was con- 
sidered unlikely to obtain DNA 
from bones left unprotected out- 
side for such a long time. DNA 


specialists from Louisiana’ were 
located and contacted for assis- 
tance. 

In the meantime, McAliley 
said the Irish Setter continued to 
find additional skeletal remains: 

An analysis concluded that the 
remains Were human, and a com- 
parison of the remains and x- 
rays from Allums’ medical 
records were found to be consis- 
tent. McAliley said Allums’ 
family members also assisted by 
providing information about 
Allums. 

During last week's press con- 
ference, McAliley said results of 
the requested DNA analysis 
were received, He said with cer- 
tainty it can now be said the 
remains found are of Terry 
Allums. 

McAliley said his office wait- 
ed. for positive identification 
before releasing the information.

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a Rumors of a *ahost” Fill the strests ‘of Fibal? 


This article appeared in the 
May 14, 1909 edition of 
THE ELBA CLIPPER 


For some days there have 
been rumors on the streets of 
Elba about a mysterious 
woman, a wraith, a spook, a 
ghost or something of the sort, 
which was seen some days ago 
by Mr. Joel W..Haddon at the 
Taylor grave-yard four miles 
West of Elba. So a representa- 
tive of The Clipper has been on 
the look-out for Mr. Haddon to 
find out about it. Yesterday the 
opportunity came, and Mr 
Haddon talkéd freely with a 
Clipper reporter, and consented 
that an interview with him be 
published. 

Said Mr. Haddon, “Yes, I saw 
a mysterious woman outside of 
the grave yard some days ago; 
what she was I do not know. It 
was about 8 o’clock one cloudy 
morning and I was putting out 
guano in my field which adjoins 
the grave yard. I was'approach- 
ing the grave yard and was 
about thirty yards from it, Il saw 
a woman standing in the edge of 
the cemetery next to my field, 
looking toward me.” 

“Yes, 1 felt: a little strange. 
there is no denying that; I 
walked on toward her, not tak- 
ing trouble to take any more 
guano out of the sack; I though 
one time that I would throw 
down my guano sack and horn. 
but I did not, but walked steadi- 
ly toward her, keeping my eyes 
upon her all the time. She was 
eight or. nine feet tall; her face 
was now white and ghosted and 
she was. very beautiful; her hair 
was of a golden red color, thick 
and fell over her back in masses, 
reaching the ground and lying 
upon it about one and a half feet. 
It was straight and appeared to 
have been nicely combed and 
cared for. She had on a long 
white’ robe, without any tnm- 
mings; it was plainly made. and 
appeared to be, of some fine 
white goods.” 

“When I was about twenty 
feet from her she stooped over, 
and [thought maybe she was 
fixing her hair; 1 went on toward,» 


cher-datending’ to- speak: to: her! 


when I got close enough; when I 
was six or eight feet from her, 
she disappeared -- was clean 
gone; I believe’ I looked at her 
every second, not taking my 
eyes off for an instant. When 
she disappeared, I was _non- 
plussed, but went steadily,on to 
where she had stood, and looked 
at the ground around, and could 
see no signs of her; there was a 
small hole about a foot deep in 
an old grave near where I had 
seen the woman, but I do not 
connect the woman with the 
hole.” 

“On the side of the graveyard 
next to my field there are no 
trees or shrubbery which would 
make an optical illusion possi- 
ble, or which might afford a hid- 
ing place for a human being; no 
sir, there is not doubt my seeing 
the woman.” 

“What do my neighbors say?” 
Why some of them say my eyes 
were in eclipse, but I know this 
is not true, for I have never had 
trouble with my eyesight, fur- 
ther than weakness from age; I 
use glasses to read with, which 
is common for people of my 
age, 60 years. I have never had 
any optical trouble; I have never 
suffered from dizziness, 
apoplexy, or any trouble of the 
head,” 

“I have heard that Mr, Jeff 
Jones, who lived on the place 
where I live for three ears, left 
there because he saw lights in 
the grave yard at night; I do not 
know whether this is so or not. I 
never heard of this till after I had 
seen the strange woman, I know 
that I have looked out at the 
graveyard every night since | 
saw the woman and have not 
seen any lights there. If lever. do 


see lights there, I am going 
down there to see what it is that 
makes them.” 

“Mrs. Clark, who owns the 
place I am on, heard that I was 
thinking of quitting my crop on 
account of seeing the woman, 
and came to'see me about it, but 
I told her that [ was not afraid of 
women, whether ghosts or 
angles, and that I would stay as 
long as only women appeared to 
me. 

Mr. Haddon is a sober man, of 
good intelligence, does not use 
drugs or narcotics, and has a 
good reputation as an_ honest. 
OT Ch man. 

CLIPPER reporter who 
interviewed Mr. Haddon though 
it likely that. he had some reli- 
gious belief or fear that made 
him expect to see strange things. 
so he asked Mr. Haddon about 
it, in reply he said: 

“No, I was not looking. for 
spooks; I have no. religious 
belief that calls for the appear- 
ance of ghosts or angles. I have 
been 4 student of the bible for 
nine years, and read and study it 
some every day. I have belonged 
to several churches; first 1 was 
an Episcopal Methodist, then I 
was a Protestant Methodist, then 
I was a Miss:unary Baptist, then 
| decided that the Primitive 
Baptist was nearer right, and I 
joined that church; after being a 
mémber of the Primitive Church 
I‘ learned about Christian 
Science, and have for some time 
been a believer 1 in that creed, but 
have nevér joined that church, 
and am not a member of any 
church; I wanted to remain a 
member of the Primitive 
Church, but they tumed me out 
on account of, my belief in 
Christian Science. I am open to 
conviction, at all times, and if I 
find something I believe is near- 
er right than Christian Science I 
will adopt the new belief.” 

“| do not know what signifi- 
cance to attach to the supernatu- 
ral appearance’ 1 saw; it. may 
have been a vision, or an angel, 
or a dead person risen from the 
dead; I am inclined to the belief 
that it was an angel, though I 
have always associated the idea 
of wings with: angels and the 
woman had no wings. If I am 
right in thinking it was an angel, 
I believe that it appeared to me

to let me know that my efforts to 
serve God are acceptable to him. 
I can not believe that when the 
dead rise they will be seen here, 
and I do not believe that they 
will rise till the judgment day.” 

“I never saw a ghost, unless 
what I saw the other day was 
one. One time I came very near 
seeing one; if I had been more 
of a coward I would have seen 
it. It was on the plains of Texas 
in the, year 1876. A companion 
and I were riding across the 
plains one moonlight night, and 
we saw a mysterious white 
something that’ frightened her- 
self; so | got my companion to 
hold my horse and I walked up 
to where the thing was and 
picked it up and carried it home 
on my horse; it was a part of a 
sheep that had been partly eaten 


up by wolves.” 

The Clipper gives Mr. Haddon's 
narrative for what: its readers 
may thin it is worth. It certainly 
is a matter of interest. Those 
who believe in spooks can 
investigate the Taylor graveyard 
and those who do not can do the 
same and sec if they can find

Sec. 18-5. Restriction on transfer of license. 

No licen shall be transferred except with the consent of the city 
clerk/treasurer, and no license shall be transferred to reflect a phys- 
ical change of address of the taxpayer within the city more than once 
during a license year and never from one (1) taxpayer to another.
